SUMMARY: SUMMIT DUE TO OPEN JULY 2 WITH ABOUT 20 CHIEFS 
OF STATE IN ATTENDANCE. MODERATES PREDOMINATE IN LIST OP 
TOP-LEVEL ATTENDEES, SUGGESTING THEY ARE LIKELY TO TAKE 
OPFENSEIVE IN INTRA-APRICAN ISSUS AND MAINTAIN RELATIVELY 
NON-POLEMICAL TONE ON SOUTHERN APRICAN QUESTIONS. END SUMMARY. 

1. AOU SUMMIT SCHEDULED TO OPEN LATER TODAY (JULY 2). 

INCLUDING BONGO AS HOST AND PRIMIN RAMGOOLAM OF MAURITIUS, 

WHO HAS EQUIVALENT, RANK THERE ARE 20 CHILES OP STATE HERE 
ALREADY FROM FOLLOWING COUNTIRES: CAMEROON, CHAD, CONGO- 
BRAZZAVILLE, EGYPT, ETHIOPIA, GABON, GABMIA, IVORY COAST, 

LIBERIA, MUARITANIA, MAURITIUS, MIGER, NIGERIAN, RWAEA, 

SENEGAL, SIERRA LEONE, SUDAN, TOGO, UPPER VOLTA AND ZIARE. 

STILL PIRMLY EXPECTED IS KAUNDA OP ZAMBIA JULY 3 WITH 
OTHER APPARENTLY UP IN AIR. 

2. NON-ATTENDANCE OP QADHAFI HAS SURPORISED SEVERAL LOCAL 
SOURCES, WHILE DISAPPOINTMENT HAS BEEN HEARD OVER 
ABSENCE OP KING HASS AND OP EMPEROR BOKASSA, BOTH OP 
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WHOMHERE EXPECTED EARLIER BY THEIR DELEGATIONS. 

BIGGEST QUESTIONMARK HANGS OVER EVER-ELUSIVE AMIN, WHOSE 
DC-8 ARRIVED THIS MORNING TO DELIVER UGANDAN PERMREP TO UN 
BUT WHO HAS NOT HIMSELP BEEN HEARD PROM. 

3. LIST OP ATTENDEES INCONSEQUENCE IS HEAVILY WEIGHTED 

IN PAVOR OP RELATIVE MODERATES AND PARTICULARY OP PRANCO- 
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PHONES, NEARLY ALL OF WHOM HAVE RALLIED TO THIS FIRST SUMMIT 
IN CAPITAL OP EX-FRENCH TERRITORY. RIGHT-OF-CENTER BALANCE 
LIKELY TO INPLUENCE BOTH TONE OF DEBATES AND NTURE OP 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED, WITH MODERATES EXPECTED TO FIND THEMSELVES 
IN UNACCUSTOMED BUT SATISFYING POSITIONOF BEING ON 
OFPENSIVE AATHER THAN DEFENSEIVE. CHADIANS HAVE ALREADY SHOWN 
WAY FOR MODERATES WITH THEIR ATTACK IN CM ON LIBYA FOR 
ALLEGED 

BSION (LIBREVILLE 1646) AND COUNTRIES SUCH 
AS ZAIRE AND SUDAN MAY BE TEMPTED TO FOLLOW SUIT AT 
SUMMIT LEVEL IP THEY SENSE THAT THEY CAN COUNT ON STRONG 
AND COHESEIVE MODERATE BACKING. 

4. OTHER CONTROVERSIAL ISSUES WILT .INCLUDE SAHARA DISPUTE, 

ON WHICH ALGERIANS HAVE SOUGHT TO MOUNT SEVERAL INDIERECT 
ATTACKS IN CM: ETHIOPIA SOMALIA DISPUTE, WHICH WILL BE 
FUELED BY KENYAN CHARGES OP SOMALI INCURSIONS (LIBREVILLE 
1657); AND EXPECTED PUSH BY FRON LINE STATES FOR OAU 
RECOGNITION OF PATRIOTIC FRONT. NIGERIAN AND CHADIAN 
CHALLENGES TO OAU RECOMMENDATIONS FOR UN SECURITY 
COUNCIL SEATS LIEKLY TO BE HADLED IN CORRIDORS RATHER 
THAN OPEN SESSION, WHILE ON AGAIN, OPF AGAIN SUDANESE 
SUGGESTION POR TRANSFER OP OAU HEADQUARTERS MAY OR MAY 
NOT SURPACE. 

5. APRART PROM PATRIOTIC PRONT QUESTION, SOUTHER APRICAN 
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ISSUES WILL OFPER AREA OF GREATEST HARMONY FOR ASSEMBLED 
DELEGATES. HERE TOO, HOWEVER, MODERATE PREDOMINANCE AT 
CHIEF OF STATE LEVEL RAISES HOPES POR RELATIVELY NON- 
POLEMICAL RESOLUTIONS, LEAVING DOOR OPEN TO WESTERN 
EFFORTS FOR NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENTS IN NAMIBIA AND ZIMBABWE. 

6. SINCE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS STILL IN SESSION MORNING 

JULY 2 AND ALL DOCUMENTS FOR SUMMIT THUS NOT READY, LATTER 
EXPECTED HOLD ONLY CEREMONAIL OPENING JULY 2 AND RESERVE 
SUBSTATNIVE DEBATE UNTIL FOLLOWING DAY. IN CONSEQUENCE, 

NEXT EMBASSY REPORT WILL NOT BE ISSUED UNTIL MONDAY, JULY 
4,UNLESS THERE ARE URGENT DEVELOPMENTS IN INTERIM.
